SACS Candidate Status 
Awarded to Bessemer State 

Bessemer State Technical College was recently named a Candidate for 
Accreditation with the Commission on Colleges of the Southern Association of 
Colleges and Schools. The Southern Association of Colleges and Schools 
(SACS) is the accrediting agent for universities and two-year colleges. 

“Becoming a SACS Candidate for Accreditation was a great 
accomplishment for Bessemer State,” said Dr. Mike Bailey, president of 
Bessemer State Technical College. To become a Candidate for Accreditation 
the college had to ensure that faculty credentials and general education 
course content met the same standards as four-year universities throughout 
the Southeastern United States. 

“Accreditation means the college will actively offer transfer courses through the 
Alabama STARS program,” said Dr. Bailey. STARS stands for Statewide 
Transfer/Articulation Reporting System. STARS is a web-accessible database 
system which provides guidance and direction for prospective transfer 
students in the State of Alabama. The STARS System allows public two-year 
students in Alabama to obtain a Transfer Guide/Agreement for the major of 
their choice. This guide/agreement, if used correctly, guides the student 
through their first two years of coursework and prevents loss of credit hours 
upon transfer to the appropriate public four-year university in Alabama. 
Although transfer guides/agreements can only be printed for two-year to 
four-year transfers, the STARS system can still provide guidance and 
direction to transfer students who have a different transfer situation. 

With SACS accreditation, Bessemer State students may transfer associate 
degree level courses such as math, English, speech, psychology, humanities 
and computer science to public colleges and universities in Alabama. Some 
universities will accept courses like horticulture and office administration. 

“The faculty and staff are diligently working to accomplish SACS accreditation 
by fall, 2004,” said Dr. Bailey.

Calhoun Community College hosted a ribbon cutting ceremony on Monday, April 21, 
2003, to officially "open the doors" to its new Advanced Electronics Manufacturing 
(AEM) lab, located in the recently completed Advanced Manufacturing Processes 
Building on the college's Decatur campus. 

The college has invested $2.9 million in refurbishing and connecting two 
existing buildings to create the 28,000 square foot Advanced Manufacturing 
Processes facility that is the second phase of Calhoun's three-building Aerospace and 
Advanced Technology Park. Construction on Phase III, the Information and 
Visualization Technology Center, which will also be a combination of refurbished and 
new construction, is expected to begin later this year. 

The new AEM lab occupies approximately 5,000 square feet of the Advanced 
Manufacturing Processes building and supports the AEM associate of applied science 
degree program, which began offering its first classes during the 2002 fall semester. 
The objective of the AEM program is to produce skilled technicians knowledgeable in 
advanced electronics manufacturing processes and trained in IPC industry standards 
that are immediately ready to enter jobs in the advanced electronics 
manufacturing field. 

Among the equipment located in the AEM lab is $220,000 in state-of-the-art industry 
processing equipment provided through a partnership between Calhoun and STI 
(Soldering Technology International), Inc. of Madison. Through the partnership and 
use of Perkins technology funds, STI has also assisted Calhoun in the development 

nf the curriculum for the AEM dearee to suDDOrt its success. 


"We are extremely excited about the opening of our new Advanced Electronics 
Manufacturing lab and of our new associate's degree program in AEM," commented 
Calhoun President Dr. Marilyn Beck. 'The support of local companies I ke STI is vital 
to the success of this program, and we are indeed fortunate to have their involvement."

Rick Rogers Attends

Harvard University 

Dr. Rick Rogers, Shelton State 
Community College president, 
recently returned from the two-week 
intensive Institute for Educational 
Management (IEM) hosted by the 
Harvard University Graduate School 
of Education. "Attending Harvard 
University was everything I had 
envisioned and more. 

The IEM focused on the qualities 
necessary for effective leadership, 
especially during times of major 
institutional change. "The program 
was designed to evaluate leadership 
styles and the impact of quality 
leadership on college campuses,"

Rogers found working with colleagues 
from other colleges across the 
country to review case studies and 
determine the best course of action to 
be very beneficial.

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Greg Gray "Thrills" FSCC Faculty 

Greg Gray, CEO of Renaissance Unlimited, gave a ' “hrilling" presentation to the 
faculty and staff at Faulkner State Community College as part of the college's 
professional development on Aug. 14. 


This was the usual type presentation with handouts and power point presentation. 

But that's where the similarity ends. His presentation "Creating Inspired Service- 
Desperately Seeking Service" was inspirational, thought provoking, entertaining and in 
general just plain fun. Gray was able to present his message of the definition of 
service without our being aware that there was a message in there. He challenged us 
to view our jobs from the student's perspective. We, faculty/staff/administrators, all 
deliver a service. It’s how that service is delivered that makes a difference. Gray showed statistically that an attitude of 
indifference on the part of one or more persons representing the supplier (your college) can have a drastic negative 
impact on a student. 



In presenting "The 93% Rule" Gray, again, showed us "What people really listen to" and it's not the words. It's tone of 
voice and body language that comprise the 93%. Practical applications of this rule were illustrated, such as over the 
telephone, in e-mails, in meetings and in places you're not even aware. Gray, challenged us to ask "How's my 93% 

looking?" on an instance by instance basis and see if service doesn't improve. Our goal should be to "thrill" our cus¬ 
tomers (students) with our service. 


Gray is founder and president of Renaissance Unlimited, Inc., a speaking, seminar, and consulting firm based in Atlanta, 
GA, that focuses on building leaders and customer service through building better relationships. He will be the general 
session speaker at the Alabama College Association Conference in Birmingham scheduled for Nov. 23-25.
